These have been favorites for ages as a decoration for the living-room during 
the coldest winter months when flowers are scarce. Their culture is simple, and with good strong 
bulbs such as we supply, flowering is sure. Plant bulbs in shallow bowls filled with pebbles or 
fibre, and water. Keep in the dark until roots form (about 2 weeks), then bring into light. A day 
temperature of not over 70° is best.
